To make glow pictures forty parts of 
saltpeter are added to twenty parts of 
gum arable, and the whole is dissolved 
in forty parts of water. 
An ounce or 
two of this mixture 
will be sufficient 
to prepare a good many pictures. 
A 
few sheets of white paper should next 
be secured, and this should be rather 
thin, similar to that which is used for 
typewriting. 
Now take a clean pen and draw the 
picture on the paper, using the solu- 
tion, which should be slightly warmed 
by standing 
the bottle in hot water. 
Anything may be delineated, the only 
essential point being that all the lines 
must connect. 
The final line Bhould be 
drawn down to the coruer.of the sheet 
and this spot may be Indicated with a 
pencil cross. 
Hang the sheets 
up to 
dry, and when the process is complete 
the lines are practically invisible. 
To bring up the picture first of all 
turn down the borders of the sheet of
